Cal., January 13. — ^There is siaiie 
lirosis-cl that racing ina.v Ik* resunnil at Seattle, 
AVasli.. where the s|Mirt last tloiirished in the siiiii- 
mer of UaiS. During th<* following winter the Wash- 
ington legislature pasM*d an aiiti-lMMikmaking law 
atid no attempt was made to hold a nu*eting at Tlie 
Meadows last siininier. James F. McElroy. manager 
of The Meadows, is ex|ie<*t<*<l here shortly to investi- 
gate the oral s.vstein of lK*ttiiig with the idea of 
employing it in eoiiiKi-tUin with a revival of racing 
at S«*altle. Matt Reis, a Si'attle man who is racing

Tampa. Fla., January 13. — There was no change 
ill conditions liert; tmla^ Five IsMiks, all controlled 
by the assiK'iatiou, |KisTed iMlds and most of them 
si-ored losses, as every winner was extensivel.v 
back«*d, while thi* defeat«*il choices r«H-eivi*d only 
lukewarm siipiMirt. with the exce-ptlon of J(h> Moser. 
The racing was intcivsting, with cIok* finishes in 
several instun<i*s. Barney Schreiber’s first-tinn* 
starter lM*re, Uriilla, and C. Patterson’s Pirate Diaiiu, 
wi-n* the onl.v favorites to score. Tin- first named 
had a hard time lasting and Pirate Diana was luek.v, 
for had Necklet had the benefit o^ a good ride, she 
would have Ikh*u the wluuer. ‘Joe Moser was again 
a rank disapiKuntmeiit. He went out as if to spread- 
eagle his op|K>iieiits, but after holding swa.v for a 
half-mile, he ipiit badl.v and allowt*d Warner Griswell 
and Cloisteress to lead him home. Autumn Girl ran 
to her liest form in the fifth race. Though steereil 
b.v tlie diminutive Steiuhardt. she lieat a good band 
whb-li iiK-linled leariau. Tlie latter had a rough trip 
and just iiiiss(*d landing second idace. Dredger, 
baek«*d for a goisl thing in the second race, came 
with a great rush in the last ipiarter to take the 
purse from Dr. Young. 

The iNiard of directors last night ratlfiisl the trans- 
fer of W. H. Fixer's stock to his associates in the 
Florida State Midwinter Fair AssiH-iation and also 
acci*pted his resignation as s<*cretary-treasurer.
